The most serious outbreak of popular 
feeling against the French occurred in 
this city late Sunday night, when a 
hooting mob attempted to burn the 
French embassy. Some of the rioters 
carried cans of petroleum and did not 
hesitate to openly declare that it 
their intention to use it in destroying 
the embassy. 

The authorities, however, had an- 
ticipated thut an attack might be at- 
tempted on the embassy, and a strong 
force of tn »ips was detailed to guard 
the building The rioters, hoi 
attempted to carry out their threat! to 
burn the embassy, notwithstanding 
the presence of the soldiers. They 
were ordered to disperse, but refused 
to do so, whereupon the soldiers 
charged upon, them. The mob held 
their ground for a time 
stubbornly. It was noi 
eral charges upon them we 
they began to retreat, fighting all the 
time. Forty-five rioters were arrested. 
Many of the mob who wi re at the fore- 
front of the tight were wounded by- 
sabers that the soldiers used unspar- 
ingly. 

The rioting in the provincial towns 
was only quelled by the use of troops, 
the police being utterly powerless to 
handle the mob. Further develop- 
ments are anxiously awaited. 

Some five hundred workingmen tried 
to start iin anti- French riot late Mon- 
day afternoon, but were charged and 
dispersed by the police. Several were 
wounded and many were arrested. The 
mayor of the city has issued a mani- 
festo. In which he exhort* the people to 
remain calm and trust the government 
for the settlement of their demands. 
The minister of the interior has sent 
orders toali prefects to do their 
to maintain order an.', prevent pi 
injur}- to Preach citisena The dispo- 
sition of the government toward the 
anti-French agitators was illustrated 
Monduy at the trihls of men arrested 
during the damonstn tions of Saturday 
and Sunday.
